danger on this score. 


The more nearly the roosting house 


comes to being actually clean, the less 
will be the liability tc disease among 
the chickens.— Fancier. 


If eggs become rotten it is absolute 


proof that they were fertilized, that 
the germ of life started and 
then 


died. 


If you have chicks suffering with 


bowel trouble, it is an indication of 
lack of warmth. Attend to the matter 
or you will lose chicks. 


Like miik, an egg ia complete food, 


says Farm and Fireside. If fed on 
eggs alone, young animals are fur- 
nished witb all the necessary elements 
for the growing of bone, muscle and 
all that goes to make a perfect animal 
of its kind.

The hardy seed 
of tbe Russian thistle (Salsola rail 
tragus) which was introduced in 1873, 
has spread over almost 
the entire 


United States, is destroyed instantly. 
It will destroy the perennial roots of 
such tenacious weeds as horse thistle, 
sand briar and it certainly would our 
Johnson grass and morning glories. 
Here is an extract from a report of 
government experimenters: "We Bnd 
everything in the soil—rhizomes of 
the most noxious grasses, tbe hardest 
weed seeds, all forms of fungi, and 
both adult and larva forms of insect 
life—totally destroyed by our new 
system of treatment" 


In connection with tbe experiment 


an interesting 
discovery has been 


made by the bureau of chemistry. 
That the soil treated by steam and 
boiling water process is quite consid- 
erably enriched, the explanation of 
this being that tbe animal and vege- 
table life destroyed is converted into 
nitrogeneous|and other fertilizing ele- 
ments. 


Soil and Plant Evaporation 


Some interesting and useful 
infor- 


mation comes through the experiment 
station record on "soil moisture iu 
relation to crop yield," as the result 
of experiments carried on by Professor 
Fortier iu growing oats. 
He found 


that "the evaporation and transpira- 
tion fiom the grain was about Hi per 
cent creator than the ev-aporaHou from 
the pare soil. 
For the period named, 


tbe former averages oue and one- 
seventh inches and the latter irino- 
tentba of an inch per week over the 
surface. 
For the same period 
tho 


evaporation from a water surface was 
thirteen to sixteen inches per week. 
The crop ia every case not only evap- 
orated all of the irrigation water but 
robbed the soil of part of the moisture 
which it contained at seed time." 


ENEMY TO CAWE SUGAR PESt 


Entomologist Discovers a 
Valuable 


Parasite in Onto

A complete explanation of tbe out- 


rages In Macedonia is not easy to 
frame, because there are so many rea- 
sons for the conditions in European 
Turkey. 
In the first place. It should 


be noted that the district Is inhabited 
by hostile and Jealous races. Turks, 
Albanians, 
Servians, 
Bclgarlans, 


Greeks, and a few others live side by 
side, each with peculiar customs, and 
each dissatisfied with the rule of tbe 
Sultan. Then they have not the same 
religion. 
Tbe 
Mohammedan looks 


down on the Christian and tbe Jew; 
the Oreek Christian cannot tolerate 
the Protestant, and the Catholic re- 
garda the Armenian as s heretic. The 
task of governing a population of hos- 
tile races, with differing religions, all 
within a comparatively narrow area, 
is difficult ni best But Turkish gov- 
ernment is bad. The administration 
of Justice Is so uncertain that'tbe for- 
eign powers bare Insisted tbat their 
citizens accused of crime shall be tried 
in consular courts. But tbe Turkish 
subject must submit to the judicial 
imperfections of the native courts. 
Consequently justice, as the American 
understands it, is unknown to the av- 
erage subject of the Sultan. 
Along 


with tbe corrupt and procrastinating 
courts the people bare to endure the 
extortion of tbe tax gatherers, who 
levy what taxes they choose wlthont 
interference from any superior so long 
as the required sum Is sent to Con- 
stantinople. 
Out of tbe uncertainties 


of the financial administration hare 
developed tbe complications arising 
from an unpaid and dissatisfied army, 
to say nothing of unpaid officials In 
all other departments. Then, to cap 
the pyramid of folly, the Snltan at-

From what I have learned from my own experience and from my conne*- 


tlons with amateurs, I believe that they are often ut a loss what to photo- 
graph. Subjects that are right nt their doors they neglect entirely. The main 
fault Jles In the fact that we are too blind to nee the beauty which lies all 
around us. To do this we must develop our artistic seuse, or, as It Is some- 
times called, our artistic pye. The majority of amateurs see no beauty In 
hills and trees If they live In the country, but think their city brother has 
the advantngp. On the other hand, amateurs living In the city are dissatis- 
fied and wish to get away from the monotony of straight streets and live 
In the land of hills, trees, flowers, etc. Many also think beauty UPS in nov- 
elty, and thus the common things which surround (hern are full of beauty 
which they see not. If the country photographers and their city brothers 
would adjust themselves to their surroundings the world would possess 
many more masterpieces than It now doe«s.—Camera nnd Dark Room. 


A very successful negative may be taken on rapid bromide p-iper, and 


for this purpose tho sniooth surface papers are of course to be preferred. 
The slight grain In the print taken from a paper negative Is a positive ad- 
vantage, and for iar#e lieadn nnd most classes of figure studies, even In small 
sizes, the bromide paper negative holds jrrcat possibilities. 


To retouch a negative on bromide paper is aa near a pleasure as re- 


touching can ever attain to, and the particular quality of the grain of a silver 
print taken under a paper negative seems to make the gold bath much more 
reliable in Its action. 


Want of raplditj Is perhaps tbo only real drawback to the use of bro- 


mide paper for negative work, but given a good light, exposure of l-15tb 
or even l-2J5th of a second nre quite practical. 


Its chief beauty, however, Is its total freedom from halation, and nn ama- 


teur who for the flrst time looks \ipon a print from one of these paper nega- 
tives will be struck by the brilliant softness nnd absence of false lights ao 
noticeable in glass negatives and their prints. 


A bromide paper negative Is singularly unattractive In appearance, but 


tbe resulting print is often a source of astonishment. The cost, as compared 
with the plates, and the facility with which the negatives are stored, are ad- 
vantages which are too obvious to need special mention.

region vaguely known aa Macedonia, 
and Scutari and Junlna, which form 
the bulk of Albania, or old llljrrta. The 
inhabitants are varied. There are many 
Turks, descendants of the tribe of Oth- 
man, which Invaded Europe aud over- 
threw the Byzantine empire. 
There 


are Greeks, descendants of the Greeks 
of classic days. There are Albanians, 
of Amaiits, n ftrnnge "remnant of for- 
gotten peoples" descended from the Pe- 
iBSgians, who occupied nil that part of 
Europe before the Dorian migration 
founded ancient Greece.

many Jews.
